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COUNCIL MEMBERS TOUR YOUTH 
CENTER BEFORE BUDGET HEARING

Anyone attending city councirs budget hearing on Tuesday, 
April 20, would have received a special bonus — a personally 
guided tour by Recreation Director Darald Lofgren of the new 
$185,000 Youth Center addition. The new building, part of which 
is already in use, has been added to the swimming pool side of the 


original building. 

Entering through the main en¬ 
trance located behind the swim¬ 
ming pool and handball court, one 
is first struck by the decorative 
brick walls and trophy case in the 
lobby. The rooms in the new addi¬ 
tion are spacious, with concrete 
walls of yellows, greens and greys 
and speckled non-slip floors. The 
building is entirely air conditioned 
(except the locker and exercise 
rooms). 

The building has two wings, be¬ 
tween which is a lovely outdoor 
terrace with steps leading down to 
Braden Field. The terrace, Lof- 
greh said, will be the scene of many 
events. 

The addition has two floors. On 
the downstairs level is located a 
huge arts and crafts room that 
dwarfs the present one. Adjoining 
the arts and crafts room is a 
storage room where arts and crafts 
equipment can be stored when not 
used, thus making the crafts room 
available for other activities. There 
is also a huge unfinished storage 
room, part of which will be used 
by instructors and coaches. All 
storage will be in the new addition. 

The upstairs level has a new mul¬ 
ti-purpose room, kitchen, storage 
rooms, a weight-lifting-exercise 
room, conference room, and last, 
but not least, a Golden Age Lounge. 
The latter has its own kitchen, con¬ 
sisting of a counter-top height re¬ 
frigerator and range. There are 
also lacker rooms, showers, and 
rest rooms, which have their own 
entrance from the ball field. 

To equip the new addition, city 
manager James Giese has proposed 
utilizing the capital improvements 
fund. Some of the equipment 
needed are lockers, shelving in arts 
and crafts room, kiln, stack chairs, 
potter’s wheel and exercise ma¬ 
chines for the weight-lifting room. 

Following the tour, council ad¬ 
journed to the city offices, where 
it resumed the hearing on the rec¬ 
reation and police budgets. Coun¬ 
cil expressed concern that the city 
was not getting good use out of 
the Ridge Road Center (former 
Lutheran Church). Lofgren felt 
the building had good potential. The 
bad accoustics, he said, kept many 
groups from using the building, 
but this problem can be correct¬ 
ed, he said. Vandalism has been 
reduced, he pointed out, now that 
there is someone in the building 
more often. 

Police Budget 

No additional police officers are 
being asked for in the 1971-72 mu¬ 
nicipal budget. However, it is ex¬ 
pected that additional manpower 
will be needed with the expansion 
of the Beltway Plaza Shopping 
Center. The present department 
consists of 17 officers and 5 clerks. 

Nevertheless, the police budget 
is up some $15,000 over the cur¬ 
rent year. Part of this is due to 
in-grade increases and bringing Che 
staff up to authorized strength, but 
a major factor is the additional 
money needed to buy squad cars 
because of the discontinuation of 
fleet discounts by automobile man¬ 
ufacturers. Price increases in sup¬ 
plied and other services are anoth¬ 
er contributing factor. 

The department is asking for 
several new types of equipment. A 
new communications system using 
a computer intrigued the council. 
For example, a policeman spotting 
what he believes to be a stolen car 
will be able to radio in the license 
number to a computer, which will 
immediately check out the infor-

mation. The computer eliminates 
the need for teletype. 

Other equipment deals with the 
detection of narcotics, and council 
made it clear that it wanted the 
police department to have any¬ 
thing it needed to combat the pro¬ 
blem. City manager James K, 
Giese has created a task force to 
advice him of matters in the drug 
field. 

Discussed also was the need for 
several other items, such as a por¬ 
table radio, fingerprint camera for 
taking instant pictures, and an IBM 
executive typewriter. These were 
proposed but not included in the 
budget. 

Attracting much attention at the 
meeting were the handsome new 
green blazers worn by Chief Wil¬ 
liam Lane, Lieutenant Marshall 
Zoellner and Detective Sergeant 
John Krob. 


DISSIDENT GROUP 
AIRS GHI ISSUES

A dissident group of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. residents held a pub¬ 
lic meeting last Tuesday night, 
under the name of the Mutual 
Homeowner Association. About 
thirty people came to hear state¬ 
ments from a nine-member panel, 
chaired by Milton Hoffman. The 
main issues raised concerned the 
soundness of the corporation’s fi¬ 
nancial policies under its present 
leadership; more particularly the 
upcoming survey of the frame 
homes was questioned. 

Mabel Handler, a panel member, 
and Hoffman called for an outside 
management audit, and Ben El¬ 
kins, also a panel member, urged 
support for the group's slate, which 
will run in the May 19 annual GHI 
election. Elkins stated that the 
slate make-up would be announced 
later. 

James C. Smith, 4-H Southway, 
criticized the proposed frame home 
survey as being a waste of money, 
saying that the corporation's chief 
maintenance engineer should al¬ 
ready be familiar with their con¬ 
dition. He expressed fears that 
determining their condition would 
play into the hands of county poli¬ 
ticians, who might then condemn 
them, and that the purpose of the 
survey was actually to determine 
the long-range disposition of the 
homes. He concluded with the 
statement that “we are not a co¬ 
operative - we are a business cor¬ 
poration, and I want it operated as 
such.” 

Mary Welsh, another panel mem¬ 
ber, and Mr. Hall expressed real 
concern that the frame home sur¬ 
vey would result in their being re¬ 
quired to pay for major repairs to 
their own homes, Hall noting that 
he was on Social Security. 

George Adams, from the audi¬ 
ence, took a more neutral posi¬ 
tion in saying that the frame 
homes were well built but had 
problems with their heating and 
electrical systems which needed 
improvement. 

Mrs. Handler quoted some statis¬ 
tics from an auditor’s letter of 
March 22, 1970 to the corporation, 
which she said had been withheld 
even from GHI's Audit Commit¬ 
tee, to buttress her charge that 
the corporation’s financial condi¬ 
tion was deteriorating. One of the 
items was the ratio of current 
assets to liabilities, which she said 
had dropped from a figure of 7.41 
in 1960 to only 1.06 in 1969. On the 
basis of this and other items she 
urged that the corporation's rec¬ 
ords be opened to an outside audit. 
Katherine Keene of the GHI board, 
who was present, denied that the 
corporation was in straitened cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Edward Devonshire, Jr., another 
panel member, listed further cri¬ 
ticisms of GHI’s policies. He said 
that the alleged loss of reserves 
had led to reductions in paint trim 
programs and to shorter loan terms 
to members. The maintenance staff 
should have -been checking the ex¬ 
terior of homes before they were 
painted, he said, because the paint 
would inevitably peel off if the 
surface was not prepared. Devon¬ 
shire also charged the board of di¬ 
rectors with conducting its im¬ 
portant business in executive ses¬ 
sion. 

The last speaker, Elkins, ex¬ 
pressed satisfaction that “tonight 
we have a meaningful dialogue, 
which the GHI board has deprived 
us of.” He urged member support 
for the group’s as yet unnamed 
slate in the coming election. 

Hoffman closed the meeting at 
fifteen minutes before ten, over 
the strong objections of Lekh 
Batra, from the audience, who in¬ 
sisted that some members of the 
audience had not been given a 
fair chance to speak.

; of such surveys. 

Up for consideration were two 
bids received from engineering and 
architectural consultants for a 
structural survey of the frame 
homes. After long debate, the 
board decided to have a meeting 
with its maintenance committee on 
April 30 to evaluate further the 
qualifications and proposals of the 
two firms. The board stated its 
intent, following this meeting, to 
have a public meeting at which it 
will make a final decision. 

The purpose of the structural 
survey is to determine the areas 
where capital improvement funds 
can be most effectively used in the 
next decade. It is hoped that an 
appraisal of the structural, elec¬ 
trical, and mechanical condition 
of the homes by competent profes¬ 
sional personnel will pinpoint the 
areas needing the greatest amount 
of work and establish an order of 
priority. The survey will include 
a physical inspection of the frame 
homes and estimates of cost up¬ 
keep, on a year-to-year basis, for 
the next decade. 

Management Stirvey 

Responding to suggestions that 
the corporation could use a man¬ 
agement survey of its operations, 
the board decided to determine 
what the costs of such a survey 
would be and what could reason¬ 
ably be expected from such a sur¬ 
vey, To this end, the board unan¬ 
imously approved the draft of a 
letter which would invite propos¬ 
als from management consultants 
in the area. It is also seeking the 
names of possible consultants to 
whom the letter could go. 

Among the items that the board 
hoped could be examined were: 

(1) the functions of each depart¬ 
ment at each level and the desir¬ 
able level of staffing and services 
that would achieve an optimum 
combination of effectiveness and 
cost; 

(2) the flow of work ,the perform¬ 
ance of services, and auditing oper¬ 
ations to see if the systems could 
be simplified and improved; 

(3) adequacy of plant facilities 
and equipment; 

(4) the management of GHI's 
financial resources with respect to 
lending program, reserves, and li¬ 
quidity; 

(5) the sales department opera¬ 
tions; and 

(6) the effectiveness of the rela¬ 
tions of the board to management 
and members. 

Parcels 1 and 2 

GHI board members expressed 
satisfaction with the city council’s 
proposed position on parcels 1 and 
2, which is now to urge the county 
council to reserve the entire tract 
between the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway and GHI property (not 
owned by the school board) for 
single-family R-80 housing. GHI 
will prepare a report strongly en¬ 
dorsing the city’s position. The 
county council is scheduled to hold 
a zoning hearing on the subject on 
Wednesday, June 2, at Upper Marl¬ 
boro. 

Change in maintenance calls? 

The board decided to investigate 
the use of commercial answering 
service for taking maintenance 
calls' during off-business hours. The 
city police department has been 
providing a might telephone service 
ever since 1953. 

This service has become burden¬ 
some to the city, however. The 
police department has comnlairied 
that its staff is often subject to 
verbal abuse from GHI members 
and that its lines are sometimes 
tied up to the point where police 
work suffers. 

Commercial answering services 
have been charging, GHI manager 
Roy Breashears reported, up to $50 
a month for such services. Board 
member Dave Lange suggested that 
perhaps some GHI members would 
want to take on the job.

I am writing in reaction to an 
item in the Greenbelt News Review 
•dated April 22 1971, page 3, column 
2 under “City Council.” I shall quote 
a part of the article describing a 
letter sent to the City Council al¬ 
legedly by the Greenbelt Center 
PTA: 

“The council has also received a 
request from the Center School P- 
TA for installation of a sidewalk 
along Lakeside Drive. The PTA 
noted that shrubbery within the 
public right-of-way prevents chil¬ 
dren from walking off the street, 
and suggested as an alternative 
clearing the right-of-way. 

“The Lakeside Citizens Associa¬ 
tion had previously rejected such 
a proposal, but it was thought that 
perhaps there has been a shift in 
sentiment.” 

My first comments are directed 
to the first paragraph quoted above. 

I attended the Center School PTA 
meeting on Tuesday, April 6, 1971, 
at which this subject of a sidewalk 
on Lakeside was brieflly discussed. 
Two mothers at the meeting ex¬ 
pressed concern about the safety 
of children walking to school on 
Lakeside, which has no sidewalks. 
Another mother suggested that 
might be a matter for the Lakeside 
Citizens Association to discuss. 
Charles Mills, PTA president, sug¬ 
gested to one of the concerned 
mothers that she might wish to 
contact the local police about the 
problem of pedestrian safety on 
Lakeside Dr. The issue was dis¬ 
cussed briefly by the group; NO 
VOTE was taken, and the corres¬ 
ponding secretary WAS NOT in¬ 
structed to write anyone express¬ 
ing a desire of the PTA to have 
the right-of-way cleared on Lake¬ 
side. 

There was a PTA executive 
board meeting the following week 
at which time the above subject 
WAS NOT discussed and the cor¬ 
responding secretary WAS NOT in¬ 
structed to write any letters on be¬ 
half of the PTA. 

My next comments are directed 
to the second paragraph quoted 
above, particularly the phrase 

, . but it was thought that per¬ 
haps there has been a shift in 
sentiment” As a member of the 
Lakeside Citizens Association, I 
have received no literature in the 
form of a poll which could support 
such a shift in sentiment Nine of 
my neighbors have indicated that 
they also have received no inquir¬ 
ies from the Citizens Association. 

Therefore the purpose of my 
letter is to inform the City Council 
that the letter described in the 
April 22 NEWS REVIEW to the 
City Council from the Center 
School PTA was not a letter from 
this organization and should not be 
misconstrued as the sentiments of 
this large group. Also, the limited 
investigation I ihave been able to 
conduct suggests that the Lake¬ 
side Citizens Association has init¬ 
iated no poll to suggest a change 
of attitude concerning clearing 
the Lakeside right-of-way. 

I feel it is important the in¬ 
formation in my letter be present¬ 
ed to the City Council at the May 
3 meeting when construction of 
sidewalks along Crescent Road, 
Lakeside Dr. and North way will 
be considered.

Dr. Spendlove’s 
Division is reporting a profit from 
recycling—even paying for salaries, 
machinery, vehicles, etc., by resale 
of the recycled materials. This 
would, of course, involve the co¬ 
operation of the citizens of Green¬ 
belt. They would be expected to 
keep newspapers, bottles and cans, 
and garbage separate (3 containers). 
The newspapers, bottles, and cans 
are saleable. The garbage could be 
burned safely if you have a good 
after-burn. If this system were to 
be incorporated into your plans, 
the projected $43,000 cost could be 
eliminated entirely and, hopefully, 
reduce our taxes. Further, the 
need to find additional space to 
dump trash and garbage would be 
eliminated.

The GHI membership did not have a chance to vote on the 
larger homes program. It was foisted on the members solely by 
the Board of Directors. 

BUT THE TRUTH IS 

This program was approved by the membership by a 60 per¬ 
cent majority in voting that took place by secret ballot the 
evening of a Special Membership Meeting, August 4, 1965, and 
all the following day. 

The specific proposal read: 

RESOLVED, That the Board of Directors be authorized to build 
four and five bedroom homes on four single lots (two on Northway, 
one on Woodland Way and one on Hillside Road) and four and five 
bedroom townhouses or semi-detached homes on the three-acre plot 
across from the North End School; to finance construction from cor¬ 
porate funds at no cost or Liability to the membership; and to es¬ 
tablish priorities for the sale of such homes. 

This action of the membership was not taken on the spur 
of the moment. The larger homes proposal had been a subject 
of discussion for several years. In fact, four membership 
meetings were devoted in whole or in part to the subject of 
larger homes. 

The principal purpose of the larger homes project is to 
provide a broader mix or variety in GHI homes, since 4 and 5 
bedroom homes are not available in the original GHI project. By 
providing reasonably priced homes for larger member families, 
the project gives GHI members who outgrow their original 
homes an opportunity to stay in the cooperative and in Green¬ 
belt. 

Minutes of all the annual and special membership meetings 
including those devoted to. the larger homes proposal are availa¬ 
ble for inspection at the GHI office at any time during ordinary 
business hours.

for consideration by the member¬ 
ship this year. The Ad Hoc Larg¬ 
er Homes Committee also gave a 
report — ,its final one — announc¬ 
ing that practically all the con¬ 
tracts for the purchase of the town- 
houses are expected to be signed by 
the end of April. The final price 
for the middle units is $22,000; for 
the end ones, $23,000. 

In this connection, Gordon Allen, 
one of the purchasers, told the 
board he was signing his contract 
because he had no recourse, but 
his signature did not represent ap¬ 
proval of the homes, the contract, 
or the way the board has handled 
the project. 

GDC Meeting 

Prior to the GHI board meeting, 
the board of Greenbelt Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of GHI that operates 
the Parkway apartments, held a 
short meeting.

GHI FINANCIAL REPORT Youth Center Addition

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. ended up 
its 1970 operations with receipts 
and disbursements practically at 
dead heat Total receipts for the 
year ending December 31, 1970 

amounted to $1,601,075 and total 
disbursements to $1,603,207. (These 
amounts exclude mortgage princi¬ 
pal and interest payments.) In 1969 
and 1968, the corporation had an 
excess of disbursements over in¬ 
come of $46,667 and $3,852, respec¬ 
tively. 

The improved GHI position can 
be attributed primarily to a 6 per¬ 
cent increase in monthly charges 
that went into effect as of January 
1, 1970. This produced $119,000 

more income in 1970. Another 
major income increase came from 
the sales department fees ($20,000) 
due largely to a hike in member¬ 
ship fees. 

Almost all expenditure items 
showed increases over 1969. Of the 
$86,600 increase in 1970 expendi¬ 
tures, $20,800 was due to heating 
costs. In the frame homes, such 
costs were $33,400 over the amounts 
budgeted, reflecting mainly unex¬ 
pected fuel oil price increases. 

Repairs and maintenance costs, 
although $19,400 less than budget¬ 
ed, were still $12,700 above the 
amount expended in 1969. Admin¬ 
istrative costs and taxes came out 
very close to the amounts budgeted 
but were each still some $12,000 
higher than 1969 expenditures. 
Waste collection costs were some 
$10,000 higher than both actual 
1969 expenditures and 1970 budget¬ 
ed expenditures because of a city 
hike in charges that occured after 
the budget was adopted.

Open For Business

MARYLAND (1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CON¬ 
TAINING IN WHOLE OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF 
THE CITY OF GREENBELT, BY REPEALING AND REEN¬ 
ACTING WITH AMENDMENTS AND ADDITIONS SUB¬ 
SECTION (c) TITLE “BOND REFERENDUM” OF SECTION 
40-55 TITLE “BONDS - ISSUANCE”, WHICH SECTION WAS 
PREVIOUSLY AMENDED BY CHARTER AMENDMENT 
NUMBER 119, ENACTED JUNE 6, 1967 TO PROVIDE THAT 
A BOND REFERENDUM SHALL NOT BE REQUIRED IF 
HALF THE COST OR MORE OF THE BOND PRINCIPAL 
AND INTEREST IS TO BE PAID FROM THE MONIES AN¬ 
TICIPATED TO BE REALIZED FROM THE LEVYING OF 
SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS OR TAXES OR THE COLLEC¬ 
TION OF SPECIAL FEES OR SERVICE CHARGES.

GHI could have avoided borrowing for capital improve¬ 
ments if it had not used its own money to build the four free 
standing homes and to make loans to members for home im¬ 
provements. 

WHEN THE TRUTH IS 

The total of all GHI loans outstanding (about $200,000) is 
far less than what is needed for the capital improvements pro¬ 
gram. By the end of 1971, $441,631 will have been borrowed 
for the latter program. (The membership in 1968 authorized 
borrowing $561,100 for capital improvements.) 

Of the outstanding loans, $89,632 was loaned for the four 
free standing homes and $111,639 for home improvements. (The 
land sale proceeds, $133,800, by direction of the membership, 
must be used for loans to members.) 

NOTE that the interest earned by GHI on its loans to mem¬ 
bers is higher than that earned on any of its other investments. 

NOTE also that not one cent of GHI funds is tied up in the 
25 new townhouses. The financing was done entirely with 
money borrowed from Suburban Trust Company at 714 percent. 
Repayment of the loan is the responsibility of the 25 member 
purchasers of those homes. 

’The books of the Corporation and all matters relating to fees, 
contracts, costs and other transactions shall be open to inspection by

Delay Beltway Bank Work

The deadline for starting correc¬ 
tive work on the potentially hazar¬ 
dous Beltway Plaza slope has come 
and gone without any signs of ac¬ 
tivity at the site. The only ex¬ 
ception has been some sliding of 
earth from the top of the slope 
■as the result of the spring thaw. 

The hang-up? The County Of¬ 
fice of Building Inspections (BIP), 
in a letter dated April 15 to the 
State Department of Water Re¬ 
sources (SDWR), requested that 
no work permits be given to the 
developer of Beltway Plaza, First 
National Realty, because the plans 
submitted for correction of the 
slope had deficiencies which con¬ 
flicted with the new grading ordi¬ 
nance. The SDWR had approved 
these plans on February 2 arid 
notified BIP of their action. 

The question now appears to be 
whether or not an Inspection De¬ 
partment permit is necessary. (Tom 
Rennie, BIP Grading Control En¬ 
gineer who authored the April 15 
letter, was not available for com¬ 
ment because of illness.) State 
and County officials hope. to meet 
this week to iron out this and other 
problems so that work can begin 
as soon as possible. 

Sidney Brown, president of First 
National Realty, said that he had 
received a copy of the list of items 
to be modified and told his builder 
to get ‘^cracking on it.” Robert 
Balter, soil and foundation consul¬ 
tant for First National Realty, also 
indicated he would respond to the 
April 15 letter. A BIP staff mem¬ 
ber surmised that when Balter 
drew up final plans at the begin¬ 
ning of this year, he was not 
aware of the new grading ordi¬ 
nance requirements which went 
into effect in December 1970 and 
March 1971. Balter's original plans, 
which date back some years, were 
partially implemented. Rennie 
told the News Review in Novem¬ 
ber 1970 that the matter was turn¬ 
ed over to the county attorney 
when BIP could not get First Na¬ 
tional Realty to finish “what start¬ 
ed out to be a good job.” 

Last November, the SDWR, 
armed with new powers under the 
State Pollution Abatement Law, 
stepped into the picture and 
secured an agreement with Brown 
to have final technical plans pre¬ 
pared and to complete the sediment 
control work. 

The major task is to regrade ap¬ 
proximately two-thirds of the “cri¬ 
tical” slope. This will be done with 
a bench located approximately one- 
third from the bottom. (A bench is 
a flat area needed for proper drain¬ 
age.) The aim is to lessen the in¬ 
cline of the slope and to stabilize 
the soil by replacing some of the 
unstable clay with a sandy or por¬ 
ous t;q)e of material having suf¬ 
ficient weight so that it will hold 
like a wall. 

The top of the slope, where the 
school board's maintenance build¬ 
ing is located, will need regrading, 
and a concrete swale must be con¬ 
structed with a berm (channel) to 
insure proper drainage. The 
Board of Education has agreed to 
allow enough of an easement to 
•create a proper angle of repose. 
As a final step, the embankment 
will be limed, fertilized, and seeded.

In addition, 
priority is given to disadvantaged 
studTdhts from families receiving 
aid from the Social Service De¬ 
partment or who meet the poverty 
level income guidelines specified 
by the Office of Economic Oppor¬ 
tunity. 


HANDLING AND CARE OF 
POISONOUS SUBSTANCES 

More than one eighth of all 
Americans who died last year by 
swallowing poison—325 out of 
2,500 — were small children too 
young to read labels according to 
the American Red Cross. 

Dangerous substances in the 
home kept for useful purposes fall 
into four (categories: household 
products such as ammonia, silver 
polish, toilet cleanser, lighter fluid, 
and detergents; medicines such as 
aspirin, laxatives, tranquilizers, an¬ 
tihistamines, and lotions; workshop 
solvents such as wood alcohol, gas¬ 
oline, turpentine, paint thinner, and 
wax; and garden chemicals—fer¬ 
tilizers, weed killers, and insecti¬ 
cides. 

Recommendations to help 
parents safeguard their children, 
as well as to make homes safer for 
all family members are; 

1. Keep household products and 
medicines oue of reach of children. 

2. Keep household products in 
the original containers, 

3. Store medicines separately 
from food and beverage items. 

4. Avoid taking medicine in the 
presence of children—they tend to 
imitate adults. 

5. Do not refer to medicine as 
“candy.” 

6. Always turn on a light before 
removing a medicine bottle from 
-a shelf. Read the label before 
taking it or giving it to another 
member of the family. 

7. Clean out the medicine cabinet 
periodically. Flush contents down 
the drain and rinse the container. 
Date all drugs when they are pur¬ 
chased and weed out leftovers reg¬ 
ularly. 

8. Do not serve or eat foods that 
smell or look abnormal. 

9. Warn small children never to 
eat plants or berries they find. 

10. After using insect poison^, 
weed killers, solvents, or cleaning 
agents, close the container and 
place it out of a child’s reach, even 
though it may be used several 
times during the same day.

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The Police Blotter Make Rules For City Notes

All preparatory work for the sur¬ 
face paving of Southway Rd. had 
been completed by April 27. Valves 
on watermains were raised to the 
new specified elevations. Work¬ 
men for the contractor also clean¬ 
ed gutters of debris. Paving work 
was expected to begin at any 
moment, according to city officials. 

One job not included in the 
paving contract was recently 
agreed to and undertaken by the 
city. This was construction of a 
concrete retaining wall for a pri¬ 
vate residence on Southway. The 
work became necessary when the 
sidewalk and street grade were 
lowered. The original plan to cut 
down the embankment in the yard 
was altered when it was realized 
that such action would jeopardize 
a tree. 

The Parks crew has prepared 
for planting all the flower beds on 
Southway. Planting trees in the 
islands was complicated, however, 
because original paving for the 
previously narrow street first had 
to be broken out. 

In order to get ready for the out¬ 
door season, the Public Works 
Dept, performed a number of re¬ 
pair jobs in the park areas. A rail¬ 
ing was replaced on a footbridge 
across the drainage swale at the 
foot of Fayette PI. Drinking foun¬ 
tains at the Lake Park were put 
into operation, and light bulbs were 
replaced along the pathway to 
Braden Field. 

Several deteriorated concrete 
swales were also repaired, a major 
repair job being to a drainage 
swale on Hillside between Laurel 
Hill and Research, where bank ero¬ 
sion was endangering a sidewalk. 
A catch basin and drainage pipe 
were run from a low area where 
water collected, endangering trees 
near the silt trap at the bay end 
of the lake. 

A contractor removed a leaning 
tree on Lake view Circle that con¬ 
stituted a danger to private pro¬ 
perty. 

At the Ridge Rd, Center the city 
crew repaired driveways and the 
parking area, as well as extending 
a sidewalk to the edge of the park¬ 
ing lot. 

The city's cooperation with the 
county's trash collection program 
hit a .snag when county trucks 
were overwhelmed with trash ac¬ 
cumulations elsewhere. Some 12 
trucks and a front end loader 
were used for a two-week period in 
Beltsville alone, just to haul away 
debris. Greenbelt’s deposits, placed 
at the special collection point be¬ 
hind the firehouse, were modest in 
size—probably because of the 
standing special trash collection 
service. 

In this case the city came to the 
rescue of the county’s trash col¬ 
lection department, hauling away 
Greenbelt trash in city trucks to 
the county's dump site near Upper 
Marlboro. The trip was considered 
valuable to the city also because it 
provided a dry run in the event 
that the city is forced in the future 
to utilize the county dump site if 
no location nearer is found avail¬ 
able. 


In April the police made several 
narcotic arrests. During the fust 
week in April, Officer Bingham not¬ 
ed a suspicious vehicle pulled to the 
side of the road at 2 a.m. He 
checked the car, and apprehended 
two males and one female who were 
charged with possession of narcot¬ 
ics. 

The next week PFC Brumley was 
operating the radar in Springhill 
Lake. After directing a car to pull 
to the side of the road, he discovered 
a pipe in the ashtray with traces 
of hashish in it. He arrested the 
occupant who was charged with 
possessing narcotics; in addition he 
issued a summons for speeding. 

On Greenbelt and Edmonston 
Roads, Officer Bingham noted a car 
with expired license tags. The car 
was occupied by two males and one 
female. The officer spied a hashish 
pipe on the floor board between the 
operator’s feet. Further investiga¬ 
tion revealed barbiturates, marijua¬ 
na, and pills. The two young men 
were charged with possession, while 
the female, a juvenile, was released 
without charge. 

Cpl. VanValkenburgh caught a 
person removing license plates from 
one car and placing them on anoth¬ 
er car. Investigation revealed one 
vehicle was stolen and the person, 
a juvenile, was apparently stealing 
a set of license plates. He was 
charged with tampering, theft, and 
unauthorized use. His case was 
heard by the juvenile court. 

Chief William B. Lane notes that 
there have been several more mini 
bike complaints. Persons riding 
mini bikes can be charged with 
trespassing. The area near Spring- 
hill Lake, which some individuals 
are using to ride mini bikes and 
motor cycles has not been author¬ 
ized by the Springhill Lake manage¬ 
ment for such use; therefore the 
management can institute charges 
against anyone trespassing on their 
property. The main reason for pro¬ 
perty owners not wanting their land 
used by mini bike and motorcycle 
riders is the fear of liability suit 3 
in the event of accidents. 


Tour Babysitter 

The Univ. of Md. Cooerative Ex¬ 
tension Service presents some 
guidelines for parents who have 
babysitters: 

Write the name, address and 
phone number of your destination 
and how long you will be gone on 
a piece of paper and leave it by 
the phone. It is also wise to leave 
the phone numbers of a neighbor, 
fire department, police, doctor and 
hospital. If you find you will be 
home later than planned, call the 
sitter and tell her. 

Before leaving, give the sitter 
feeding, bathing and bedtime in¬ 
structions and explain how to han¬ 
dle the child if he awakens. The 
sitter should be shown emergency 
escape routes to use in case of fire. 

If the sitter is new, allow for a 
get-acquainted period between sit¬ 
ter and child before you leave. 
There should be a clear under¬ 
standing about pay, use of phone, 
kitchen and television. 

To ensure the safety of your 
children and the sitter, give her 
the following list: 

1. Keep all doors locked. Draw 
window shades at night. 

2. Allow no one in on any pre¬ 
tense 

3. Take message if phone rings, 
but do not identify yourself as a 
sitter. 

4. If you think there is a prowler, 
stay locked in and call police. 

5. Make periodic checks on chil¬ 
dren while they are asleep. 

6. Stay awake until parents re¬ 
turn. 

7. No guests of sitter allowed 
without permission. 

On returning home, ask the 
sitter about any phone calls, visi¬ 
tors, emergencies, accidents or un¬ 
usual occurrences. And always es¬ 
cort her home at night.
